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EI Cerrito ponders Albany middle school

EL CERRITO —The Albany School District is 
considering changes to its plan for building a new 
middle school on the El Cerrito border at Brighton and 
Spokane. The changes are meant to address environ- 
mental inpacts of the proposed school plan, some of 
which have been of particular concern to El Cerrito 
residents. 

Among items of special concern are the location of 
the staff parking lot at the east end of the site and access 
to it, use of the school property and Cougar Field on 
weekends and evenings. ouerflow parking in general, 


and the traff ic impacts on Berhens street. in terms of 
volume and speed. Spokane borders the school’s park- 
ing lot at the site’s east end; the street beco~es Behrens 
at the El Cerrito border. 

Neighbors have said that those drivers attempting 
to avoid Ashbury traffic already use Behrens as an 
alternative route. They now have additional concerns 
that Behrens will be used as an alternative route for 
those attempting to avoid widdle school drop-off traf- 
fic on Brighton Street, as well. 

El Cerrito staff members, including the city engi- 
neer and fire chief, are currently considering the pos- 
sible closure of Behrens Street.

Up-front nudity puts 
Albany in limelight

ALBANY — In a move which caused as much embarrassment as anything 
else, city staff last week removed part of a Community Center art exhibit 
containing photographs of nude statues and, amid cries of censorship, put it right 


back up again. 


The removal, which gained the attention of the San Francisco Chronicle and 
other Bay Area newspapers, apparently did not bring Albany the type of 
recognition it desires and was immediately condemned by City Administrator 
Daren Fields. “A mistake was made and the mistake was corrected,” Fields said, 
citing the move as one taken unilaterally by Bill Jones, Albany’s director of 
recreation and community services. Jones is currently on vacation and was 


unavailable for comment. 


The issue stems from a small art exhibit in a corner of the Community Center 
by 16-year Albany resident Robin Solit, a freelance writer and aspiring novelist 
who has crafted sculptures in her spare time for the past seven years. The exhibit, 
Solit’s first public showing, contains busts and figures, some nude, as well as of 
photographs of larger works which would not fit in the display area. 

According to Solit, all was well when she first put up the display, slides of 
which had been reviewed by Jones prior to the exhibition. She then went out of 
town, as did Jones. Upon her return approximately two weeks ago, though, Solit 
said she was informed by staff that “someone” on the Albany Arts Committee had 
complained about the nudity, which was allegedly causing children to giggle. She 
was then told to remove the offending photographs, displaying only those which 


were deemed appropriate by staff. 


“T didn’t know what to make of that,” said Solit, who said she has never been 
confronted with such an issue before. “I didn’t know what position to take, I didn’t 


know what to do.” 


Before she had the opportunity to do anything, though, Solit said the photo- 
graphs were removed without her knowledge over the weekend, prompting a call 
to the East Bay Bureau of the Chronicle. Strangely enough, other nude statues in 


the display case were not removed. 


Solit then met with Jones the following Monday. After a two-hour conversa- 
tion on the matter, Jones apparently relented and allowed her to put the photo-

ALBANY— As part of a 
countywide effort to clean up 
stormwater runoff, the city has in 
the past few years been cracking 
down on potential polluters, appar- 
ently with positive results. 

Of the two worst individual pol- 
luters in Albany as identified by 
Capt. Tom Watkins of the Albany 
Fire Department, both seem to be 
well into efforts to clean up their 
act. According to Watkins, histori- 
cally the greatest problems area has 
been Golden Gate Fields race track, 
while the closest runner-up is the 
car wash at the Shell station across 
the street from City Hall. 

Although Golden Gate Fields 
received poor marks from Watkins 
as recently as two years ago, ac- 
cording to Don Markert, safety di- 
rector for the facility, the race track 
has since then spent more than 
$150,000 cleaning up its act. 

A report issued in July 1994 lists 
numerous problems at the site, in- 
cluding trash, food scraps and silt 
from the track draining into 
Codornices Creek, oil and silt drain- 
ing from the race track’s corpora- 
tion yard into the creek, and “house- 
keeping” practices which also add 
to pollution of the Bay. According 
to Watkins, the majority of the prob- 
lems stemmed from the fact that the 
track was built at a time when

Other improvements to the area 
include covering fuel tanks in the 
yard so that spilled gasoline does 
not wash into the adjacent creek 
and paving over portions of the area 
most susceptible to oil and gasoline 
spills. The track has also gotten rid 
of approximately 100 drums con- 
taining paint and other chemicals 
which could lead to potential spills, 


as well as building an expensive 
filtration system in the middle of 
the race track to deal with manure 
and other waste from the horse 
stables. 

“It’s a step in the right direc- 
tion,” Watkins said. “Atleastthey’re 
making some effort to get some of it 
done.”

Council awaits word from 
Del Norte area developer

EL CERRITO _ Charlie Oewel, 
of Oewel Partners, has failed to meet 
one of the deadlines set in his Exclu- 
sive Negotiating Rights agreements 
to develop property adjacent to the 
EI Cerrito Del Norte BART station. 

Oewel has failed to submit to the 
El Cerrito City Council a formalized 
statement from BART’s board of 
directors that BART will make its 
parking lot available for patrons of 
the theater which is included as part 
of his proposed development project. 
According to redevelopment pro- 
gram manager Elisa Tierney, the 
hang-up is not necessarily originat- 
ing at BART, since BART staff 
members have already approved it. 
“The BART staff is ready to go onit. 
They just necded a nudge from 
Charlic Ocwel to take it to the BART 
board for approval,” Ticrney said.

As of Tuesday, Tierney had not 
received a response to a letter she 
wrote to Oewel, informing high that 
he must explain the delay to the El 
Cerrito City Council and make a 
formal request that the ENRA sub- 
mission deadline be extended. 

“This is an important provision 
of the ENRA because the city, in 
carrying out its planning function, 
needs assurance that the BART 
parking can in fact be considered as 
part of the project in order to meet 
the project’s parking requirement,” 
she wrote.~ 

There has been some neighbor- 
hood opposition to the theater por- 
tion of Oewel's mixed-use project. 
Traffic congestion and parking is a 
major concern, since a 20-screen 
theater is proposed. 

In the meantime, the schedule 
moves forward for considering de-

California’s cities and counties to 
reduce the amount of its “waste 
stream” being directed to the land- 
fill 25 percent by 1995 and 50 per- 
cent by the year 2000. Many juris- 
dictions looking to residential green 
waste recycling as the way to reach 
the SO percent reduction mandate. 
Earlier this month, council mem- 
bers held a study session on the 
implementation plan for the recom- 
mendations (some of the simpler 
recommendations have already 
been implemented); the plan was 
developed by the task force and city 
staff. In the study session, the coun- 
cil supported the two main tenets of 
the current plan, that green waste 
pickup now be offered to residents 
and that both garbage and green 
waste be picked up curbside, rather 
than from backyards. 

Curbside recycling for pickup 
of mixed recyclables will continue. 
The council showed no interest in 
an earlier recommendation from the 
task force that mixed recyclables 
pickup be discontinued by the city’s 
recycling center and be contracted 
out to a private company instead.

has been dropped. 

According to Becky Dowdakin, 
E] Cerrito’s integrated wastes ser- 
vices manager, the switch from 
backyard garbage collection to 
curbside is related to the cost of 
green waste pickup. 

“The initiative for curbside gar- 
bage pickup came from East Bay 
Sanitary (the city’s garbage fran- 
chisee),” said Dowdakin. “The Task 
Force was really strong on green 
waste pickup. East Bay Sanitary 
said that picking up curbside would 
allow them to cut down from two 
employees to one on each truck: 
those people could then be moved 
to green waste pickup. Since they 
could use the same number of em- 
ployees, there would be no or little) 
increase in rates to residents.” 

She said that under the proposed 
scenario, both the task force and 
East Bay Sanitary “are getting what 
they want for the same cost.” 

According to Dowdakin, 
curbside pickup is common in Cali- 
fornia. Specifically, the task force 
and staff have studied Berkeley’s 
program and discussed its effec- 
tiveness with members of 
Berkeley’ s city staff. Berkeley made 
a similar change from backyard to 
curbside collections in 1986. The 
staff considers that change to have 
occurred fairly smoothly, with a 
higher participation rate and fewer 
exceptions that anticipated. 

“We know those residents who 
feel they can’t move the cans from 
the backyard to the curb will be 
worried,” Dowdakin said. “We’ll 
be crafting language for exception 
policies with the help of the task 
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force. We can well see that certain 
residents will have difficulties.” 

At the same tine, the city plans to 
make the process as easy as pos- 
sible. 

Each resident will receive two 
wheeled carts, a 32-gallon garbage 
and a64-gallon cart for green waste. 
(Cart sizes are still under discus- 
sion.) The cost of the carts will be 
amortized into the garbage rate. 
Residents will be able to wheel their 
waste from the rear of their homes 
to the curb. 

“A mini-can will also be avail- 
able,” said Dowdakin. “Theoreti- 
cally, some people will be able to 
switch to smaller cans once they 
can recycle their yard waste rather 
than throwing it away.” 

The pickup of green waste and 
garbage would be scheduled for the 
same day. However, the decision 
has not been made as to whether 
green waste will be picked up 
weekly or biweekly. 

In another proposed change, 
semiannual, citywide “bulky waste 
pickup days” will be eliminated, 
since it is estimated that over 75 
percent of the materials picked up 
in the semiannual citywide clean- 
up days is yard waste. 

Residents will be allowed to call 
in once yearly for a special pickup 
of their extra trash, however. 

This past spring, residents were 
surveyed by phone and by mail re- 
garding a variety of city services. 
At that time, the majority of resi- 
dents in each survey “supported” or 
“strongly supported” the change 
from backyard to curbside garbage 
pickup “in order to keep rates down 
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if wheeled carts were provided and 
the elderly and disabled were ex- 
empted.” Support totaled 78.2 per- 
cent for the mail survey, 71.2 per- 
cent for the phone survey. 

As far as the continuing curbside 
pickup of mixed recyclables is con- 
cerned, Dowdakin said the task force 
had recommended the services be 
contracted out but did expect the 
council to consider it in more detail. 

“The task force decided the issue 
was too complex to just say, ‘Go 
ahead and do it,’ though members 
were leaning toward it,” she said. 
“At the city council study session, 
the council members just didn’t see 
the point in it.”

Verena Tent-Braucher is from 
Germany, and when I met with 
her and her little daughter 
Saskia the conversation between 
them was in German. Although 
Saskia was born here and has 
spent all of her 2-1/2 years here, 
they had just returned from a 
visit to Verena’s home in 
Germany, and German had 
become her number-one 
language. Saskia is obviously 
going to be a bilingual child — 
which is exactly what her 
parents want for her. 

And it is what the rest of the 
parents in the Bay Area Kinder 
Stube want for their children — 
which is why the Kinder Stube 
was started. The Bay Area 
Kinder Stube is a German 
Language Play Program for 
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Monday - Friday 8 am - 3:30 pm

Young Children (in caps 
because that is how the brochure 
reads). And I continue to quote 
from the brochure: 

“Tn this parent-led program 
children are immersed in an 
enjoyable German language 
environment. Their language 
abilities are stimulated through 
play and interaction with other 
children and adults. The 
program’s daily routine includes 
professionally designed, 
structured activities such as 
singing, storytelling, reading, 
puppet theater, games and art 
projects, celebration of 
traditional holidays, as well as 
time for free play.” 

This is for children aged 2 to 
5. There is also a play group for 
children under age 2 in which 
German-speaking parents and 
their very young children meet 
to play, chat, and enjoy each 
other’s company. Coffee and 
cookies are offered by 
participating parents. 

So how did this unusual 
program get started? “Well, says 
Tent-Braucher, “I realized that I 
wanted my daughter to grow up 
bilingual, and, in thinking about 
it I realized that I really couldn’t 
bring her up bilingual without a 
group. I had met a group of 
women who met informally at 
the playground at the park. “I 
linked up with them and got 
involved in the play program, 
ultimately as a board member. 
They were incorporating as a 
non-profit organization. In June 
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1994, we began this school.” 

Verena stresses that it is a 
“well-rounded, complete play 
program for children, just like 
any other play group, only in 
German.” Responding to my 
questions, she said the women 
who started it were all German 
with American husbands, except 
for one who was American of 
German descent. Now there is a 
little more diversity, with all the 
parents being German-speaking, 
but some being from Austria 
rather than Germany, plus a few 
whose parents do not speak 
German, but want their children 
to know the language. 

So far, she says, the program 
has been a great success. It 
started with four children, and 
now has 22. They recently 
moved to a larger area, renting a 
room in the First Baptist Church 
in Albany, which has given 
them many advantages. In 
addition to the 2-to-5 and the 
under-2 group, they now have a 
multi-media children’s library 
and an extended care program 
from | to 3 p.m. for the 2-to-5 
group. 

Verena was born in Essen, in 
Germany, and lived there all her 
life except for a year in Taiwan, 
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until 1989 when she came to 
Berkeley to continue her studies 
in Chinese literature. She said 
she had no trouble getting into 
UC, and having a boy friend 
who was an American was an 
“added inducement.” 

Her road to Chinese literature 
was interesting. When she 
graduated from high school she 
didn’t want to go to college, so 
got a job in an advertising 
agency, as a bookkeeper. “It was 
so boring,” she says, “I had to 
find something to do in the 
evenings.” First she took 
Spanish classes, but that didn’t 
do it. Then she “decided to do 
something crazy,” so she signed 
up for Chinese. She had no 
connection with Chinese; it was 
just something to do, 

Finally, she decided to go to 
the university. But first she 
wanted to visit China to try out 
her Chinese. She went to 
Taiwan, then traveled to China 
in 1986. She traveled around the 
country with a backpack. When 
she returned to Germany she 
embarked on her formal studies. 

It was while studying at the 
university (the University of 
Wurzburg), that she met her 
husband, Richard Braucher, an 
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American who was “just 
traveling around.” “We fell in 
love and he stayed,” she smiles, 
and adds, “We still have the 
ticket he didn’t use.” 

While she went to graduate 
school at UC, he attended law 
school. And they started their 
family ... Richard is now a 
lawyer, practicing in Point 
Richmond. 

Tent-Braucher has never used 
her Chinese literature. She was 
Ph.D.-bound when the child 
came (and other considerations), 
and now she is not sure she 
wants to finish, whether she 
really wants to be that academic, 
and where the jobs will come 
from.

In regard to the size of the as- 
sessment, just 9 percent favored the 
$125 rate being sought by the coun- 
cil, while 53 percent favored the 
$75 rate recommended by the Citi- 
zen Task Force. The remaining 37 
percent indicated they were for an 
even lower rate or none at all. 

The widest disagreement with 
the council’s proposed assessment 
concerned the lack of a “sunset 
clause” and the inclusion of an “es- 
calator clause.” 

A total of 88 percent of the busi- 
nesses responding indicated they 
wanted a sunset clause written into 
the assessment (77 percent prefer- 
ring a limit of one to three years). A 
total of 86 percent were opposed to 
the inclusion of an escalator clause. 

In voting to put the $125 assess- 
ment on the November ballot, the 
City Council rejected arequest from 
the El Cerrito Chamber of 
Commerce’s Executive Committee 
that they “give serious consider- 
ation to the size and form of this 
proposed assessment.”

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Summertime, Foxtails and Your Pet

risk of “seeing if it gets better on its 
own”. This is often the only sign of a 
foxtail in a cat’s eye. Veterinarians often 
remove foxtails over an inch in length 
previously hidden behind the eyelid. 
Left untreated, the cat will continue to 
suffer severe pain, and the following 
infection may lead to permanent scar- 
ring or even loss of the eye. Seek veteri- 
nary attention immediately for eye pro- 
blems of any type. After foxtail remoy- 
al, the veterinarian will usually pre- 
scribe antibiotic drops to prevent infec- 
ton of the eye. 

Dogs can also get foxtails in their 
eyes, but they are more commonly 
found in the ears and nose. Foxtails will 
also penetrate the skin of the feet, arm-

pits, and groin area, while some dogs 
may even inhale foxtails directly into 
their lungs. 

If you notice a tilted head, droopy ear, 
or frantic scratching at the ear, your dog 
may have a foxtail in his ear. The seeds 
often work their way deep into the ear 
canal where owners cannot see them. 
Have your veterinarian examine the 
dog’s ear to remove the foxtail and beat 
any possible infection 

Sneezing fits, possibly accompanied 
by a nosebleed, are signs of a foxtail 
inhaled into a dog’s nose. Even if the 
sneezing stops, he should still be exam- 
ined for the presence of a foxtail The 
seed often migrates beyond the sensitive 


area of the nuse, and the sneezing may

subside. A deep general anesthesia is 
usually required as the veterinarian 
searches the nasal cavity for the foxtails. 

Finally, the most common site for the 
pesky little seeds to bury themselves 
into 1s your pet’s skin. This problem is 
especially prevalent in long-haired dogs 
and cats. In dogs, foxtails are usually 
found between the toes. Once under the 
skin the seed will create a swelling fol- 
lowed by a draining tract. Finding a 
migrating foxtail can be a frustrating 
experience for both veterinarian and 
owner because it may require more than 
one visit to the vet. 

The best way to prevent foxtail trou- 
bles is through avoidance. Keep your 
yard clear of the parent grass before it

nyone who attended the concert by high school stu 
dents at Cazadero Music Camp last month might have 
thought the young musicians had been rehearsing for sev- 
eral weeks. Equally hard to believe is that the music camp, 
after a 19-year hiatus, had reopened only five weeks earlier. 

Under the baton of Verne Sellin, a 47-year veteran 
musician with the San Francisco Symphony, the orchestra 
delivered a memorable performance of Edward Elgar’s 
Enigma Variations while conductor Norm Dea and the 
Jazz Band’s rendition of Thelonius Monk’s Straight No 
Chaser excelled, and the chorus, under Gail Bowers’ able 
guidance, presented a beautiful selection of songs from 
early English to contemporary. 

For many Berkeleyans, the name Cazadero has a melo- 
dious ring, and with good reason. The 50-acre campsite, ~ 
located in a redwood grove near the head of the Russian 
River, was purchased by the City of Berkeley in 1929. 
Originally operated as a family camp, it was transformed 
into a music camp,(from 1957 to 1975) under the direction 
of Robert Lutt, then director of bands at Berkeley High 
School. In 1975 Lutt left Cazadero and went on to found 
music camps elsewhere. Cazadero reverted to being a 
family camp and occasional performing arts camp, but the 
Cazadero music camp Lutt had created ceased to exist. 

Cazadero gradually deteriorated and was closed in the

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Two non-aciion films spell relief

If you’ re tired of summer mov- 
ies whose main appeal is the size 
of their explosions, take heart; 
relief is at hand. The only explo- 
sions in Manny and Lo and Walk- 
ing and Talking, both of them by 
and about women, are of the emo- 
tional sort. 

Think of Manny and Lo as a 
kind of juvenile Thelma and 
Louise and you’ ll get an inkling of 
what former Berkeleyan Lisa 
Krueger’s debut film is like. 

Sisters Manny (Amanda) and 
Lo (Laurel) are on the lam, but in 
their case not from abusive boy- 
friends or husbands. Their boozy, 
drnogyv mother recently dead, the 
girls —- pre-teen anny (Scarlett 
Johansson) and teenager Lo 
(Aleksa Paliadino) — have es- 
caped from their respective foster 
homes. Hers wasn’t so bad, Manny 


muses, even though she was made 
to sleep in the garage. 

Given only the slightest of 
hints, we’re soon clear on where 
these girls are (literally) coming 
from. 

“Keep moving and you won't 
get nabbed,” says one of the girls, 
and that’s what they do: driving 
their late mother’s old station 
wagon, they move around among 
new housing developments, hoist- 
ing food from convenience stores 
and breaking into model homes 
for a place to sleep. 

Until Lo is forced to face her 
increasingly obvious pregnancy. 
They’ll have to find some stable 
home base, and someone who can 
help Lo deliver the baby. The lat- 
ter presents herself in the person 
of Elaine (Mary Kay Place), a 
maternity shop clerk who appears 
to know everything about babies. 

With the abduction of Elaine, 


Aleksa Palladino plays Lo and Scarlett Johansson, Manny. 


Manny and Jo changes pace. The 
grim anxiety of the film’s first 
section — how long can the girls 
keep ahead of the law? — turns 
into deadpan humor, as Elaine, 
herself somber and humorless, 
begins to reveal more of her real 
nature. 

The movie may be named for 
bright, tenderhearted Manny (who 
narrates) and angry, ignorant Lo, 
but Elaine is really its center. Be- 
lieve in Elaine’s motives and you 
buy the whole package. She’s the 
film’s most complex character, 
and Mary Kay Place (she was in 
“Mary Hartman, Mary Hartman,” 
“My So Called Life,” and movies 
such as The Big Chill and Smooth 
Talk) gives her an eérie plausibil- 
ity that puts it all across. 

Manny and Lo, which, like alot 
of interesting independent films, 
comes out of Robert Redford’s 
Sundance Institute, is so 
low-budget that the producers play 
bit parts. It’s set largely outdoors 
in an unnamed northeastern state, 
and in the large country house the 
girls hole up in while awaiting the 
birth of the baby. So there’s no 
need for fancy costumes or hordes 
of extras. It’s a case where less is 
indeed more. 

Then there’s Walking and Talk- 
ing; run don’t walk to the multi- 
plex before this enchanting film 
gets spirited off to videoland. 

Another first film by another 
woman writer/director — Nicole 
Holofcener in this case — Waia- 
ing and Talking deals with two 
young women in their late 20s, 
best friends since childhood, 
whose relationship is threatened 
when one of them, Laura (Anne 
Heche) gets engaged. 

How will Amelia (Catherine 
Keener), whose closest male

Classic plays

Producers Associates’ produc- 
tion of The Music Man opened 
Friday at Woodminster Amphi- 
theater, and if there were failings 
here and there, the show was over- 
alla satisfying presentation of one 
of the great musicals. 

The strongest element in the 
production is the casting of the 
leads. Assigning Professor Harold 
Hill to Robert Moorhead was al- 
most a foregone conclusion given 
this actor’s popularity at 
Woodminster. He’s a natural for 
Hill—with the ability to juggle 
words, to kick up his heels in dance 
numbers, and to dominate a stage. 
Especially useful is his inherent 
likability—important in arole that 
has some strongly sinister ele- 
ments. 

(Speaking of sinister, when Hill 
arrives in River City, he latches 
onto Tommy, a boy already on the 
road to becoming a delinquent, 
and involves him deeply in his 

fraud. In the second act, as Hill 
prepares to flee, Tommy is col- 
lecting money all over town. Ever 
wonder what would happen to 
Tommy if Hill’s plan had gone as 
planned?) 

Just as much a natural is Frances 
Epsen as Marian, the librarian. I 
thought her Nellie Forbush (South

Pacific) last summer suffered a 
little from Epsen’s primness— 
Boston seemed a likelier home- 
town for Nellie than Little Rock.

There- 
after, the group (A.C. Griffing, 
Jay Clifton, Aaron Henderson and 
Tom Henderson) stayed pretty 
securely on pitch, but the balance 
was off, the melody surfacing only 
intermittently. In an amplified 
performance, balance is partly a 
matter of sound mixing, and the 
results may have varied in differ-. 
ent parts of the theater. But the: 
result for me was a loss of several 
wonderful ensemble effects in the 
show—for instance, where the 
quartet interacts with the chorus 
of townswomen. The choral sing- 
ing in general was unusually well 
done and effective. 

Debra Lewandowski made a 
feisty, tuneful Mrs. Paroo, and 
David Cogswell captivated the 
house as her son, Winthrop. He 
was affecting as the withdrawn 
Winthrop of the early scenes, yet 
he really belted out “Gary,” the 
song in which he shows the town 
his new-found confidence.

Bring Back The Smoke-Filled Room: Bob Dole 
stumbled into San Diego this week, introducing his 
new veep, Jack Kemp, with these ringing words: “Here 
are two four-letter words you can tell your children — 
Dole and Kemp.” 

How’s that for a slogan to go on a million bumper 
stickers? 

I must admit, I’ve been cranky all week watching 
the Republicans and the Perotistas. And I'll probably 
be even crankier watching the Democrats. 

It’s partly because all three of them — Clinton, Dole 
and Perot — are such slimes. Do you really think that 
there is anything any of them would refuse to do on 
principle if it he thought it might help get him elected? 

Of course, Clinton’s my guy, all the way. As FDR 
once said, explaining why he was playing footsie with 
the Cuban dictator Batista, “He may be an S.O.B., but 
he’s our S.0.B.” 

Clinton is my S.O.B. 

But mostly, I’m cranky because conventions ain’t 
what they used to be. You could hardly find any 
coverage on TV this week, and for good reason: Noth- 
ing happens anymore. 

It’s a far cry from my youth. The very first thing I 
remember seeing on TV was the 1952 Republican 
convention, with its knock-down, drag-out credentials 
fight between the Taft and the Eisenhower forces. 

I remember Everett Dirksen, representing the 
Taftites, pointing his finger at Thomas E. Dewey, the 
former two-time nominee who was masterminding the 
Eisenhower campaign, intoning in that baritone voice 
of his, “Twice before you have led us down the dark 
road to defeat.” 

And I remember the 1956 Republican convention, 
when a lone delegate voted for “Joe Smith” to keep the 
nomination of Richard Nixon for vice-president from 
being unanimous. 

Then, of course, there was the 1964 GOP conven- 
tion in San Francisco, with then-Oakland Tribune 
Publisher William F. Knowland leading the 
Goldwaterites, dressed in their gold lame vests, hap- 
pily shouting “Viva” and “Olé!” at each other — when 
they weren’t screaming obscenities at Nelson 
Rockefeller. 

One of my favorite moments was when a conven- 
tion security guard arrested NBC’s John Chancellor on 
the floor, and he signed off with, “This is John Chan- 
cellor, somewhere in custody.” 

But the high (or low, depending on how you look at 
it) point came during ex-President Eisenhower’s speech, 
when he criticized what he called “sensation-seeking 
columnists and commentators,” and the whole conven- 
tion rose as one and shook their fists at Walter Cronkite, 
who was sitting in the CBS booth. 

Now that was a convention! 

Of course, even then the rot was already starting to 
setin. What’s really happened is the rise of the primary 
system and the consequent demise of the old-time 
party bosses. When all the delegates are selected out in 
the open, way ahead of time, the convention is a done 
deal. 

By the time I attended my first convention in person 
— the Democrats in 1960 — the result was already a 
foregone conclusion. Kennedy had it sewed up. 

I was a Stevenson worker; and for a 15-year-old kid 
like me, it was the thrill of a lifetime. After Eugene 
McCarthy nominated Adlai with the best speech I’ve 
ever heard (“Do not reject this man who has made us 
proud to be Democrats! Do not make him a prophet 
without honor in his own country!”), we all went nuts. 

We marched around the floor, screaming and 
hollering and carrying on for more than an hour. They 
stopped the band, they turned off the lights, but nothing 
would make us quit. Finally, they trotted out Eleanor 
Roosevelt, who told us to go home. So we did. And 
Kennedy won on the first ballot. 

By the time I attended my /ast convention (and I 
promised myself it would be the last), the Democrats in 
1984, television had taken over completely. The con- 
vention had become what it is today: a four-day 
infomercial — and a boring one at that — subsidized 
by the American taxpayers. 

But in the good old days — the days when, in the 
immortal words of Mr. Dooley, an honest politician 
was defined as “one who, when bought, stays bought” 
—the convention was an incomparable piece of Ameri- 
can theater, with scenes that would have made a soap 
opera writer blush. 

The greatest of all was the 1920 Republican con- 
clave. The favorites going in were Gen. Leonard Wood, 
a hero of the Spanish-American War, and Illinois Gov. 
Frank Lowden. 

Nobody thought much of the chances of a deserv- 
edly obscure senator from Ohio named Warren Harding 
— nobody except his campaign manager, Harry 
Daugherty. 

When reporters asked him whether he really thought 
Harding had a chance, Daugherty made the most fa- 
mous prediction in American history. 

“Boys, let me tell you how it’s gonna be,’ he said. 
“The convention will be deadlocked. At about 2:11 
a.m., a group of men, bleary-eyed with lack of sleep, 
will meet in a smoky hotel room. When that time 
comes, Senator Harding will be selected.” 

The call actually came at 2:00. Daugherty was off 
by 11 minutes. And Warren G. Harding became the 
29th president of the United States.

AC Transit board to put parcel 
tax to voters in November 


Even if successful with 
voters, the tax would not 
restore cut services.

Less than two months after AC 
Transit cut its bus services, leaving 
many former weekend and night- 
time riders stranded at home or at 
the mercy of friends, its directors 
have unanimously voted to place a 
parcel tax measure on the Novem- 
ber ballot, but not for service resto- 
ration. 

The proposed $8.50 a year par- 
cel tax would be used exclusively to 
fund bus security and service reli- 
ability improvements for the fu- 
ture, AC Transit spokesman Mike 


Mills said. It will not go to restore 
cut service. 

Money generated by the ballot 
measure would not become avail- 
able until 1998 and would continue 
for a six-year period at which time 
voters could be asked to approve its 
continuation. 

Mills said this is the first time in 
more than 20 years the district has 
asked for such a tax. 

The system’s projected future 
deficit “is not a pretty picture,” said 
director Alice Creason. “This does 
not stop future cuts.” 

“Although $8.50 is a very mod- 
est amount for the individual parcel 
owner, the cumulative contribution 
to the East Bay’s bus system would 
be substantial,” AC Transit board 
President Joe Bischofberger said. 


Creason said even if the parcel 
tax passes, more bus services could 
still be cut as a result of mandated 
programs and other large demands 
being made on the agency at a time 
of cuts in federal and state funding. 

She said one of the mandated 
programs cutting seriously into the 
agency’s revenues is the paratransit 
service AC is expected to have up 
and running by January 1997. She 
said that even with the $801,255 
Transportation Development Act 
funds Oakland relinquished to the 
East Bay Consortium to take over 
its paratransit program, AC Transit 
is having difficulty meeting the fed- 
eral mandates for paratransit. 

Creason said the agency decided 
on a parcel tax for safety because 
surveys showed it is a priority con- 


cern of riders. She said the age 
hopes that better safety and eal 
will convince more riders to use} 
generating more money. 

The ballot measure, titled «4

Clean enough to drink 


Another alleged source of pollution pointed to by 
Watkins is the car wash at the Shell gas station at the 
corner of San Pablo and Marin avenues. Although Bill 
Ekern, Albany’s community development and envi- 
ronmental resources director, said the water which 
perpetually runs from the car wash into the street is so 
clean he would drink it, Watkins is not so sure. 

“The Regional Water Quality Control Board) needs 
to intervene — no satisfaction here,” said Watkins ina 
1995 report which he still considers valid. He also 
pointed to cracking in the pavement which ends di- 
rectly at the water line as evidence of caustic chemi- 
cals. 

Although Eker said that it would surprise him if in 
the past there had been some chemical residue in the 
water, he said the car wash had changed its soap 
compound and that the water flowing out of the car 
wash was as pure if not more so than most drinking 
water. Adam Duran, the station’s manager, confirmed 
what Ekern said, adding that water from the car wash 
is regularly tested. The station will nonetheless install

Water pollution is not a problem limited only to 
chronic sources, though. According to Watkins, the 
worst scenario to occur in the past few years happened 
on May 31, 1994, when the owner of Made in Japan 
auto shop dumped as much as 50 gallons of carburetor 
cleaner in the rear yard of the shop. The chemicals 
made their way into the storm drain and then into 
Cerrito Creek. 

Although the spill was reported to local enforce- 
ment agencies and a clean-up was promised by the 
owner, the chemicals nonetheless made their way into 
the creek, which shortly thereafter took on a milky 
look. Although as much water as possible was vacu- 
umed out of the creek before it reached the bay, the 
owner later pled guilty to the spill and as forced to pay 
clean-up costs. 

In another effort to clean up water flowing into the 
bay, Albany is in the midst of implementing thrice- 
yearly street sweeping in addition to weekly street 
sweeping on Solano and San Pablo avenues. Accord-

Tip #3: Don’t invest in any- 


thing you don’t understand. If 
you have asked questions about 
an investment and it still does not 
make sense to you, do not buy it. 
Most investment surprises occur 
because the investor did not un- 
derstand the potential risks in- 
volved. 


Tip #4: Don’t buy investments 
without setting downside limits. 
The time to decide how much you 
are willing to lose in when you 
place your buy order, not when 
you are trying to cut your losses. 
Setting your downside limits be- 
fore buying may help remove any 
emotional dilemmas later on. 

Tip #5: Don’t forget about 
your investments. Be sure to 
regularly read the financial tables 
to see how your investments are 
performing. You also should stay 
informed about any news events 
that could have an adverse effect 
on your investments. 

Tip #6: Don’t get too greedy. 
When the values of your invest- 
ments are on the rise, you may 
believe that their performances 
will continue indefinitely. That’s 
not usually the case. You should 
always be prepared to take profits 
while you can.

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Sometime, about eight 
years back, just after Steve

As a developer, Jerry made sig- 
nificant contributions to Albany’s 
growth and improvement. 

“There used to be 13 service sta- 
tions on Solano Avenue. I was re- 
sponsible for moving nine of them 
out and bringing in stores and homes 
instead,” he says. 

One of the early ideas Jerry and his 
colleagues pursued was to improve 
the lots next to Cerrito and Codornices 
Creeks. They started developing 
homes, duplexes and four-plexes, in 
the late 1950s and early *60s. “We 
built about 48 apartment houses in 
Albany. There hadn’t been any more 
than three apartment buildings here 
in almost 30 years. There was a tre- 
mendous demand for them.” 

After Jerry went into commercial 
brokerage, he sold some land to El 
Cerrito Plaza. (The Plaza office build- 
ing is actually in Albany.) He also 
sold land to Wells Fargo Bank. 

“One of our biggest accomplish- 
ments was to put together 15 parcels 
in 1962 and put the Safeway store on 
Solano. 

There was some opposition to the 
project at the time, but the Plaza open-

ing in 1958 had closed many old-time 
stores on Solano. At that time there 
were men’s clothing stores, women’s 
clothing stores, three drug stores. 
Many Solano Avenue stores moved 
to the Plaza. It was siphoning off 
business and there were at least 25 
vacant stores on Solano. 

“Tt needed a shot in the arm, and 
Safeway did that. Those who thought 
bringing in a big store would ruin the 
neighborhood were proved wrong. 
The neighborhood loved that store 
and still does; we’ re fortunate to have 
our own market here. And it revived 
the whole street.” 

Jerry bought and removed an old 
1920s vacant Safeway store where 
the Sumitomo Bank now stands (he 
had sold it to Arco first). He built 
several apartment houses on Solano 
Avenue. He built the 7-Eleven and 
helped the Chevrolet and Ford agen- 
cies expand, selling land to them. He 
developed the Town Centre and 
helped Bank of America and the Al- 
bany Bowl expand, selling them their 
parking lots. More recently, he 
handled the marketing of the Hill 
Lumber Company. 

“I literally brought hundreds of 
businesses into town,” says Jerry, who

Then he went to his identification 
book for “Bureaus of the World” 
to find out where it came from.

He saved 
it, he repaired it; now it lights up 
in red, “Police Department,” the 
old sign from the old site of the 
Albany P.D. (At Washington and 
San Pablo, where Michelin now 
stands.) 

“We used to have our own 
court,” said Palmini, describing 
another find. The old leather- 
bound logs from “Judge Hardy’s 
Albany Court,” containing the 
complete docket handwritten on 
oversized pages in the 1920s and 
"30s, are a wealth of interesting 
tidbits. 

“T’ve also got boxes of articles 
people have brought to me, along 
with scrapbooks and photos. 
(Organizing the photo collection 
and identifying people and events 
depicted is his current passion.) 
People hold on to things for 
sentimental value; they know that 
I will value them, too.” 

Like many collectors, Palmini 
sees his findings as an 
investment, but he’s not talking 
about money. Palmini’s vision is 
to recapture Albany’s past in 
order to pass it on to future 
generations. 

He would love to share the 
history of Albany with the 
community through his collection 
but so far has no appropriate 
venue. (His fellow officers can 
enjoy portions of his collection in 
his office, as well as the mini- 


gallery of old photographs he’s 
created in the department hall.) 
He and Chamber director Fern 
Luoma are among those who'd 
like to create a public history 


* room. Among the special things 


he could display for the 
enjoyment of the community: an 
“Albany Police Accident Detail” 
camera case (one of the speed 
graphic type cameras used in the 
1940s), a small carved wood 


police officer Williams had 
owned, a red glass spotlight that 
says “Stop Police,” and a 
photograph that followed a 
Prohibition shoot-out. 

“It’s great for our officers to 
enjoy our historical heritage this 
way, but there’s too much history 
here,” he said. “I'd like to display 
it in a public place where 
everyone in the community, 
including our youth, can enjoy it 


” 


too. 

He’ll continue to collect 
historical memorabilia, perhaps 
for much the same reason as he’ll 
continue to sing for safety.
